Bliss and Wolfskill properties. 

In the third decade of the present 
century it again left its bed and loca- 
ted itself on a pretty straight line, ex- 
tending from the Verdugo crossin 
to the eastern end of the oueered 
bridge. 

The flood which| caused the first 
mentioned change excavated and low- 
ered the bed of the river about ten 
feet where the railway leading to San 
Francisco crosses. During a greater 
part of the yeara large quantity of 
sand is daily brought down by the 
current of the river, and left along the 
river-way between the central and the 
southern part of the city. 

The oft-recurring floods of the Los 
Angeles river bring down an enormous 
quantity of sand and other solid mat- 
ter, a great share of which, for many 
years past, has been spread over and 
deposited in the southern part of 
the city. As the bed of the 
river has been lowered in the 
‘upper, and raised in the lower part of 
the city, the current of the river 
through the city during floods must 
be correspondingly lessened, and con- 
sequently an inc easing proportion of 
the sand and other sedimentary matter 
brought down by the river from above 
is deposited in the southern part of the 
city. Consequently, the same volume 
of water, poured into the city by the 
river and the Arroyo Seco will. now 
submerge the centrai part of the city 
more than it would have done in times 
p st, and a faint idea of what would 
be the condition of no inconsiderable 
part of Lus Angeles city in case of a 
flood may be had by knowing and con- 
sidering what past floods have done. 
The flood which caused the removal of 
the river from the line of Alameda 
street not only covered the land west 
of that street, but left a deposit of 
sand and other solid mutter over what 
is now the Wolfskill property, of more 
than three feet in depth. 

When it is considered that at that

BUENA VISTA STREET- 


A Good Work Almost Complictei— 
Safety for Travelers. 


A Trmks reporter to-day took a paseo 
the length of Buena Vista street, and 
dots the following: The street back of 
Bu niller’s wine cellars, beyond the 
railroad shops, has been graded, sloping 
towards the railroad in an easy grade. 
About treble the amount of work from 
the wine cellars in this direction will 
make a tolerable road and open connec- 
tion with the city proper, via the Catho- 
lic cemetery. Both sides of the ravine 
just beyond the cemetery are yet to be 
graded. A culvertin this ravine is al- 
ready in place, and the cutting on both 
sides of which will furnish sufficient 
earth for the filling in. A very little re- 
pairing is all that is required between | 
the culvert grade and the business part 
of town. The general curve and direc- | 
tion of Buena Vista street will then be 
the same as that of Maine in connection 
with San Fernando street. Beyond the 
railroad,to form a junction with Downey 
Avenue and the bridge over the river, 
comparatively little work will be neces- 
sary. Itis thought the street will be 
opened throughout by next Tuesday. 
The Tres has already pointed out 
the great advantages to be derived from 


habitants of the city will now be enabled 
to avoid the danger of collision with lo- 
comotives, confusion of the depot, etc., 

when driving to or from the city in that 
direction.
